Philadelphia Wireless Law

Efecive December 1, the City of Philadelphia's new law probibiting the operation af “wiles devices” 
‘wont into effect Although the rationale behind the law addresses “mobile telephones, the final ext 
pants broad strokes and prohibits anything that can be considered “wireless device” 


“Tis regulation made it through the entire lgltative process without any consideration for Amateur Ra- 
dio a other types of non-gaveramenal2-way communications equipment usage. The vague language in 
cetain areas ofthe at appear io profit the use of GPS receivers and garage door remotes as well 


While the pvt of such legislation certainly has mer, he execution leaves something i be desired and 
five te increasing ways im which statelcommonyeath and local government are lokIng oe any in- 
ome sources possible, Philadelphia will surely be searching for every opporunity to enforce this new 
high-profile law and collect fines. Un an exemption for Amateur Radi is added in, you may well be 
wise fo jus leave the rg off unl you are ouside the city/couny line. Hopefully, “someone” In Pennsyl- 
‘ania is working on this corecton
